The Examiner and the Applicant disagree on the definition of container While the Applicants point out specific favorable definitions of 
container, the Examiner respectfully disagrees that a container object must be three-dimensional. Container as defined by Webster is 
one that contains, and contains is defined to hold in or to contain. The Examiner feels that these definitions, while ambiguous 
themselves, favor the Office Action rejection. The overall disposition of the container definition dilemma, is in fact an argument that is 
ambiguous since even the definitions include circular reasoning. For this reason the Examiner suggests incorporating the three- 
dimensionality in which the Applicants argue into the claims. While new claims were added to define this, they were not added into the 
independent claims and furthermore were not considered since they require further search and consideration . The Applicant points out in 
the Amendment that Jetha does in fact teach that Figure 2 is an arrangement of four display panels arranged to simulate receding panels 
in parallel alignment, with one behind the other in a three dimensional interface space. The Examiner agrees to this as it is taught by 
Jetha and refers to Figure 8 of the drawings, which needs to be interpreted with the detailed description. In the specification page 8 lines 
12-20 clearly states the opacity is reduced revealing content objects within the container objects, this is done by display underlying pixels 
of objects at a deeper display depth, or behind the first object. It is believed that the main arguments have been addressed and suggests 
that the Applicant's definition of container be brought forth into the independent claims to help overcome the prior art of record. . 
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
